The Importance of Keeping the 


lloriei in Good Condition. 


We have spoken frequently of the »b- 
ohitc necessity ol economy inthocon- 
tict of our. business as farmers, not 
:ocessarily because we are farmers'bat 
jocaiisu wo are compelled as business 
men to husband all of our resource? to 
imko both ends meet and have enough 
eft over to aid us in the education ofi 
am- children, and in furnishing, our 
wives and families with such things be- 
•ond absolute necessities, as are con- 
idered luxuries but which form the 
•ury cream of life's .living. It has been 
linted ninny times, moreover, :that 
jcunomy meant more than any thing 
Iso, the proper exercise of our iutelli- 
«nce, tlia use of brains and the right 
lircction of our observing and re- 
lective faculties. 


Thia may ba done in every depart- 


nent of our business and in the stable 
us elsewhere, and it is not on;the 
urgest farms that we oftenest find that 
aek of method which is so wasteful iii 
joth time and material for they are 
anally conducted by men who inani- 
go, arid in the management oversee 
every tiling and make the most of iti 
tin on the .smallest farms and amongst 
nen of lesser capacity that we rind it, 
he very men of all others who are the 
east able to afford it.

STACKING STRAW. 


'low to Keep It In Good Condition Until II 


In Fed Out Iu Winter. 


While oats, or wheat straw, la deficient 


iu^the albuminoids,hence not agoodfeed 
for growing auimals, and always a 
wasteful feed if fed alone, if fed with 
oil-meal the ration will give profitable 
results, and tho carbo-hydratea of tho 
straw are put to good use in keeping 


p the animal heat iu cold weather. 


Properly fed straw ,.J».as sufticieut feed- 
ing value to pay thrice for the cost of 
saving it; yet it is safe to say pnejhalf 
the straw produced in this country is 
wasted outright. 
Even the manure. 


from it is lost. 
• 


Straw may be so stacked that it | will 


keep in good condition'until it is fed 
out duriug the winter. It is the qpm- 
mon opinion that the straw stack furn- 
ishes the hardest positions about the 
thresher, hence the menustially takje the 
other positions leaving the-straw stack 
to be mismanaged by the boys, fi you 
wish the straw properly stacked you 
must see, first of all;'that capable) men 
are put upon the stack, and you'muslj 
insist upon their doing their work well. 
A very common fault is to start the 
stack too wide. It will always spread 
of itself, and becomes so wide tfiat it 
must be drawn in abruptly, and the 
water sinks into it. Another fault is 
not to keep the center highest and 
trampled solid. Let one man be dele- 
gated to lay tho outside, and each of 
the other men to stack aud trample 
down a certain section of. the .in^ri 
and not to stand in a hole and ;throw 
the straw idly about him. It requires 
close supervision and good work to 
make a straw stack. And whe^i it li 
made, do not allow the top to be;blown 
off fur lack of a few "keepers" for the 
cnttle.^p waste half of it—bcingajllowed 
to run to the stack.
